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FOREWORD 


The  purpose  of  this  bulletin  is  to  provide  the  teachers  of  French 
in  Alberta  schools  with  a  selected  list  of  up  to  date  teaching  aids  and 
classroom  materials  together  with  a  few  suggestions  for  their  use.  The 
range  of  the  material  is  wide  and  varied,  involving  activities  that  appeal 
to  students  of  different  tastes  and  abilities.  Many  of  these  activities 
confront  the  student  with  the  life  of  the  French  speaking  world.  These 
are  the  strongest  motivations  for  the  French  lesson.  They  serve  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  the  student's  textbook  and  reader,  and  the  liv- 
ing world  of  the  French  peoples,  their  country,  their  habits  and  cus- 
toms, their  books,  their  songs  and  so  on. 

The  trend  of  world  events  in  recent  years  has  focused  increasing 
attention  on  foreign  language  study.  Techniques  of  instruction  used  in 
the  Armed  Service  Training  Programs  during  World  War  II  demons- 
trated the  advantages  of  the  use  of  recordings  and  other  aids  in  the 
teaching  of  foreign  languages.  These  aids,  adapted  to  classroom  pro- 
cedure, are  now  becoming  available  in  greater  quantities  and  of  bet- 
ter quality.  The  aim  of  this  Bulletin  is  to  help  teachers  of  French  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  some  recent  developments  in  this  field. 

At  one  time  T.  A.  Edison  predicted  that  motion  pictures  would 
supplant  the  classroom  teacher.  He  should  have  said  they  would  sup- 
plement the  work  of  the  teacher.  Energetic  and  effective  instruction  by 
the  teacher  is  always  necessary.  Audio-visual  aids  should  be  used  wisely 
to  supplement  the  essential  and  important  contribution  of  the  teacher. 

This  bulletin  neither  provides  a  new  set  of  objectives  and  a  new 
curriculum  for  the  French  Courses,  nor  does  it  prescribe  the  pur- 
chase of  any  of  the  material  listed.  The  official  statement  of  the  ob- 
jectives and  the  prescribed  curriculum  are  contained  in  the  follow- 
ing publications  of  the  Department  of  Education: 

Senior  High  School  —  Program  of  Studies  for  the  Senior  High 
School,  Bulletin  6  and  Regulations  for  the  Senior  High  School  for 
the  current  school  year. 

Although  this  classroom  bulletin  was  initiated  and  sponsored 
by  the  French  sub-committee  of  the  High  School  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee, the  actual  work  of  gathering  and  organizing  the  material  was 
done  by  Mr.  B.  E.  Walker,  Assistant  Professor,  Faculty  of  Education, 
Edmonton.  We  wish  to  pay  grateful  tribute  to  the  services  of  Mr. 
Walker  in  preparing  this  bulletin.
